Acting against the advice of the 
city attorney, Romulus City Council 
last week voted 6-1 to permit city 
employes to withdraw from the 
city’s pension plan. 

However, the approved motion 
stipulated that the employe 
requesting the withdrawal must 
subnet a written sLuemeiu waiving 
their j^nght to the 5-percent c »n- 
trihftihn made (o the pension plan 
by ihe ciry &nd freezing their 
pension benefits at the date of ihe 
request 


The motion was made by 
Councilman Jimmie Raspberry and 
seconded by Councilman Ray 
Cantrell. The only vote against* the 
measure was cast by Councilman 
Ed Rush 

Council’s action followed a 
memorandum from Charles 
Lowther, city attorney, stating that 
he could not recommend council’s 
recent approval to let Glen Free, a 
city employe, withdraw 
pension program. 

Lo vther said although 
torney general’s opinion dated July 
18, 1977 states that township em- 


ployes may withdraw' from a group 
insurance retirement plan, he did 
not favor such action. 

In his memorandum to council, 
Lowther stated: “Therefore, even 
though there is some indirect 
authority for Mr. Free’s proposed 
action, I feel it could put the city in 
a weak legal position in several 
regards.”

Council is told 


Sheriffs to honor contracts 


Wayne County Sheriff William 
Lucas “ will abide by the contract 
with Ihe city of Romulus on a year to 
year basis . ”, his administrative 
aide told Romulus City Council last 
week 

Jim Ahktar said his appearance 
was prompted by a notice sent that 
same day ( Tuesday ) to the city from 
the county notifying them of ter- 
mination of police protection ser- 
vices in 60 days. 

“The sheriff will not honor that 
notice,” declared Ahktar. 

Lucas is caught in the midst of a 
slashed county budget passed by the 
county Board of Commissioners that 
includes elimination of his patrol 
and investigation unit. The cut 
would deprive Romulus and 
Plymouth and Brownlown township 
of contractual police protection and 
noncontractual protection to 
unincorporated areas of western 
Wayne County. 

The sheriff has gone on record as 
stating that he will fight the move by 
the county board and insisting he 
has a duty under the state Con- 
stitution to provide that police 
protection. 

Tuesday night. Ahktar said the 
city of Detroit is involved in a 
“power struggle” with Romulus and 
other communities in Wayne County 
who he called “pawns” in that 
battle 

He emphasized that Lucas had 
retained “outside counsel” an ex- 
pert on state laws pertaining to the 
sheriff’s office and duties 

However. Ahktar said the legal 
expert. Dennis Nystrom. is also 
engaged by the city of Romulus for 
legal services and that he could not 


be retained by both the city and the 
sheriff at the same time in any 
upcoming court battles. 

He asked if council would approve 
hiring another attorney and letting 
Nystrom work lor the sheriff in his 
fight with the county. 

l^ter in its meeting, council voted 
unanimously to approve a motion by 
Councilman Ed Rush to authorize 
Mayor William M. Oakley to hire 
another lawyer so Nystrom could 
work solely for Lucas. 

Nystrom is a partner with the law 
firm of Jenkins, Nystrom & 
Sterlacci of Southfield 
In his address to city council 
Ahktar declared. “Sheriff Lucas is 
committed to police Romulus even if 


he* has to use deputies out of the 
county jail!” 

He told council that the sheriff 
recognized that Romulus could not 
possibly form its own police 
department in less than a year’s 
time 

Rash asked Ahktar if the county’s 
contention that Romulus is in default 
on the police contract would be used 
against the city in court 

Ihe aide said he felt that the 
courts will back Ihe city's good in- 
tentions and that it is on good legal 
grounds 

Anktar said the original contract

man guilty in racial plot 


A Romulus white man last week 
was permitted to plead guilty to two 
lesser charges in U. S. District Court 
in Detroit in a case that involved a 
planned shooting attack on a black 
Detroit man. 

Ronald R Bishop Jr., 21, whose 
court testimony linked to Klu Klux 
Klan activity in recent months, 


pleaded guilty to planning and 
carrying out a shooting attack Aug. 4 
with a friend, Raymond Echlin, 30, 
of Detroit, on George Stewart, 25. 

The tw o men also pleaded guilty to 
using a firearm in commission of a 
federal felony. 

Under the agreement with federal 
government officials. Bishop and 
Echlin face up to four years in 


federal prison and a fine of up to 
$15,000 each. 

Court testimony revealed that 
Stewart was shot at while outside the 
Sky Club Bar in Detroit, an 
establishment frequented primarily 
by w hite patrons 

Testimony also disclosed that 
Stewart was living with a white 


woman and her three-year-old 
daughter. 

Another man. Richard Johnson. 
38, of Fenton, who attended a Klan 
meeting w r ith Bishop and Echlin. 
pleaded guilty to the attempted 
arson of the home of a black couple 
in Romulus 

Bishop and Echlin completed a 
plea-bargaining agreement with 


federal prosecutors, but Johnson is 
still in the process However, the 
plea-bargaining agreements do not 
rule out filing of other charges by the 
Wayne County Prosecutor’s Office 

The case was tried in federal court 
because the attacks on Stewart and 
the Romulus couple were violations 
of the 1968 Civil Rights Act

witness, Walter Belcher

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Comcast turns sights to Huron Township 

Cable TV firm is seeking franchise

After knocking off the opposition 
and obtaining cable television 
franchises in Sumpter and Van 
Bunen townships, Comcast is rapidly 
pursuing plans to install the new 
entertainment medium in Belleville 
and Huron Township 

According to Don Ivey, Comcast 
vice president in this area, his 
company will make a cable TV 
presentation Dec. 10 in Huron 
On Monday. Comcast appeared 
before the Belleville City Council. 

It is no secret that Comcast would 
also like to add the city of Romulus 
to its total of franchises awarded. A 
franchise from that community, 
plus those in Belleville and Huron, 
would give the Pennsylvania-based 
firm a firm hold on cable TV 
operations in the area. 

Originally, three firms, Comcast, 
Omnicom of Plymouth, and United 
of Englewood, Colo, vied for in- 


dividual franchises from each of the 
five communities, but in one 
package 

Although Omnicom was endorsed 
by the Western Five Community 
Conference, a consortium 
representing the five communities, 
to build a cable TV 1 system for the 
entire area, its selection fell on deaf 
ears. 

Hie original three firms, plus 
several others, then went after 
franchises for individual com- 
munities alone. Only in recent weeks 


has Comcast emerged triumphant in 
Sumpter and Van Buren 
Ivey explained: "In our presen- 
tations to Belleville and Huron, we 
will stress that subscribers in their 
communities could have cheaper 
rates and additional services if they 
choose to give us a franchise now " 
His comments represent those by 
spokesmen for the various cable TV 
companies during presentations By 
building a cable TV system for a 
large are'a. construction costs will be 
less than if individual systems are 


built for each community, thus 
permitting the company to charge 
lower monthly rates and build in 
increased services. 

With two of the five communities it 
first sought to get franchises for in 
its pocket, Comcast is in the driver’s 
seat in its efforts to win over one. 
two or all of the remaining three 
communities 

In Romulus, elected officials 
remain split on the company they 
want to construct a cable TV system 
in their community One councilman 


favors Bell Broadcasting, a small 
black-owned radio broadcasting 
firm which owns an Inkster station 
located in Romulus and another big 
music station in Detroit 
Ivey reported that his office in 
Romulus has been receiving many 
calls from residents in Sumpter. V an 
Buren and Romulus, inquiring when 
cable TV service will start in their 
area. 

I have to explain to Romulus 
residents that their city has not 
awarded a franchise yet," he ex- 
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plained ’ but that I am hopeful that 
they will and we can gel started here 
also ” 

Ivey said roughly 90 percent” of 
Sumpter and Van Buren residents 
will be hooked up to cable TV within 
the next lo-ll months if all goes well 
with Bell Telephone and Detroit 
Edison 

He said arrangements have to be 
worked out with the two companies 
in regard to connecting the cable to 
their utility poles 

Comcast work crews are now 
operating in Sumpter and Van Buren 
performing “strand mapping” This 
entails checking distances between 
utility poles and preparing maps to 
show pole locations, he said 

These maps are turned into Bell 
and Edison, he said, and must be 
approved before cables can be 
hooked up to the poles. 

Also, he said, permission must be 
obtained from the Wayne County 
Road Commission to work on 
county-owned rights-of-way 


Council debates

Romulus city employes soon will 
have a choice of subscribing to Blue 
Cross-Blue Shield or Independence 
Health Plan, a health maintenance 
organization (HMO). 

At last week’s council session, 
Mayor William M. Oakley informed 
council members that because the 
city employs 25 or more people, it 
must adhere to provisions of the 
Health Maintenance Organization 
Act passed by Congress in 1973. 

The mayor explained that In- 
dependence Health Plan had 
requested an opportunity to solicit 
subscribers from among persons 
now- w orking for the city of Romulus. 

Oakley said no action w r as 
required by council and that he was 
merely passing on the information 
that the HMO would be talking to 
city employes in the near future and 
distributing literature. 

A memorandum from Sandra J. 
Spjut, personnel director for the 
city, to the mayor stated the HMO’s 
rates are comparable to those for 
Blue Cross-Blue Shield. 

The HMO’s representatives met 
recently with James Markley, 
business representative for 
Teamsters. Local 214, and union 
stewards, both of whom approved 
offering the alternative health in- 
surance plan to city employes, Spjut 
said in her memorandum to Oakley. 

In other business, council: voted 
to advertise for bids for a parcel in 


city -owned land at Wayne and 
Beverly roads; set a public hearing 
for 7: 30 p m Dec. 23 on a request by 
the Romulus Historical Society to 
change the spelling of Tobine Road 
to Tobyne Road. 

Approved using $258,507 in surplus 
funds from the Romulus water bond 
issue for additional improvements 
called for in the final interim 
financing agreement with the Huron 
Valley Wastewater Control System; 

Approved final application to the 
state Dept, of Natural Resources for 
its 50 percent funding of the Cypress 
Park development project ; 

Approved final application to the 
DNR for its share of funding for the 
expansion of Elmer Johnson Park; 

Approved issuance of a no-fee 
permit to the Romulus Goodfellows 
organization for the annual sale of 
its newspapers on Saturday, Dec. 13 
in the city. 

Approved a no-fee permit to the 
National Foundation March of 
Dimes for its annual mothers March 
campaign from March 1-9; 

Approved letting of bids for 
purchase of some $4,000 worth of 
signs to replenish crib stock. 

Council also received a com- 
munication from the Wayne County 
Road Commission informing the city 
that traffic counts it conducted did 
not justify erection of traffic signals 
at either Merriman and Smith roads 
or Wayne and Waynecorse roads. 


(Continued from Page A-D 
tension of the contract and under a 
new plan mutually agreed upon 
recently between city and Lucas, 
Romulus has been paying $142,000 a 
month, part of which goes to make 
up overdue monies.

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(Continued from Page A-l) 
draw from the city’s pension 
program. 

Lowther stated that should a 
precedent be established a 
significantly large number of 
withdrawals could affect the 
contract and rates now agreed 
upon with the insurance carrier 
providing the pension plan. 

Also, such a precedent could 
place the city in a position of not 
being able to refuse a similar 
request of any other employes 
‘‘without being subject to the 
charge of unfairness and/or 
discrimination among employes." 

Also, the city attorney pointed 
out, the effect of allowing pension 
withdrawals could bring legcil 
action from both union and non- 
union members of the pension 
program. 

Lowther’s memorandum con- 
cluded: "If council is intent on 
approving the request, I ask 
resolution provide approval was 
granted against the recom- 
mendation of the legal depart- 
ment." 

In discussion on the matter, 
Raspberry questioned the reason 
for Lowther’s memorandum to 
council. He declared his original 
motion to permit Free to withdraw 
did not specify approval from the 
legal department. 

The city attorney, however, 
disagreed. As stated in his 
memorandum and verbally to 
council. Raspberry’s motion ended 
with ". . . . subject to concurrance 
of the union and the legal depart- 
ment." 

Lowther verbally reiterated 
comments stated in his 
memorandum that the union 
representing city employes was not 
in support of allowing withdrawal 
from the pension program. 

During the discussion, Raspberry 
brought out that the pension 
program was first adopted when 
Romulus was still a township. 
Later, he explained, the wording 
was changed to insert "city" for 
"township" in text of the 
resolution 

The city attorney explained that 
the attorney general’s opinion 
referring to townships implied 
cities also. 

Clerk Leonard J. Folmar said he 
believed the question of whether a 
city employe should be permitted 
to withdraw from the city’s pension 
program should be a "topic of 
negotiations".

(Continued from Page A-l) 
shooting, work with heavy weapons 
and survival training, done “mostly 
in the summertime." 

The group admits that it would 
rather make changes “through the 
system." but as Reich says: “If 
someone punches me in the nose, I’ll 
punch back, and we’re being pun- 
ched in the nose by the Jews and the 
Communists now." 

Heydrich feels the group has been 
unfairly branded as "hate 
mongers.” and that joining the SS 
shows “more of a love of our (the 
white) race." 

Granted the group has a far 
better reception when not in 
uniform, but Reich insists that 
“when you wear a uniform it shows 
you’re an organized political 
movement.” 

“When we are uniformed, we’re 
conducting political activities,’’ 
Heydrich added “With them on. we 
have more interest; we’re in the 
limelight “ 

And both men insist the group s 
“not just showing off," when it 
wears its black shirts 

TheSS’s goal in a nutshell is “w hite 


power.” Heydrich said, explaining: 
“Blacks have it. so why can’t we? 
Whites have us and the (Klu Klux) 
Klan to fight for white rights. 

“The Klu Klux Klan and our 
Swastika get the attention of the 
public, and then people want to hear 
what we have to say." 

The unit has travelled to several 
states to participate in demon- 
strations and rallies, and organized 
a Nazi Week in the City of Dearborn 
earlier this year. The group asked 
people to fly their flags, but not in 
support of the SS. but rather to 
protest the treatment of Americans 
abroad Reich described the week- 
long event as very successful 

Healso is planning such a week for 
the City of Westland, where he, 
Heydrich and a third group mem- 
ber, Danny Schmidt, the first of- 
ficer, live, and if they continue to 
find support among whites, plans 
are to open a headquarters, for 
recruitment and to distribute in- 
formation. in Westland sometime 
this summer. 

But what the SS wants most is 
our country back, the Constitution 
back the w ay it was set up We want 


all white people working and an end 
to illegal aliens ” 

“We don’t breed extermination or 
killing.” Heydrich said “We just 
want our country back." 

To get it back they are aiming at 
the political sector, with the 
National Socialist Party coming up 
with candidates for public office in 
three states this election year 
“Eventually, we will be elected > 
into the White House." a confident 
Reich said But he quickly admits 
that that may be 50 to 100 years down 
the road and says: “People have to 
wake up to the threat of Com- 
munism. or they won’t have a 
country any more ." 

Reich maintains that the group 
doesn’t have anythging “to hide," 
but members are secretive because 
of several death threats and do 
screen potential members carefully. 

Describing the Swatika as an 
ancient symbol of the white race, 
Heydrich concluded “if the country 
w ;is the w ay George Washington had 
the country, we would have no need 
lor the arm band But we ll wear it 
until we get the country back the 
way it was."

Smoke detectors, unless placed 
there by tenants, were not required 
at Lemontree Had they been 
mandated, the fire would have been 
detected much sooner and cut down 
fire lasses estimated to run as high 
as $15 million, authorities theorize. 

Police and fire officials blamed 
the huge blaze and a second smaller 
fire two days later on the work of 
arsonists. 

Although Del. Jo Price of the 
Wayne County Sheriff's Dept, said 
she is following several leads, 
nothing new has been reported since 
the fire hit the apartment complex, 
driving tenants out of 29 units in 
Building 19.

A proposed plant to make ethanol alcohol from 
com which would be located across the county line 
from Van Buren Township has some residents 
alarmed over possible health dangers. 

Supt. Pat Cullin said she has received several 
calls from township residents living east of 
Rawsonville Road and south of Huron River Drive, 
across from where the plant would be built. 

Information learned by Cullin said U S. Ethanol 
Industries Inc. of Southfield wants to build a $92 
million plant to manufacture ethanol alcohol from 
com products for automotive use. 

The plant would be located on 61 acres of land 
about 700 feet south of Huron River Drive and w'est 
of Rawsonville Road in Ypsilanti Township 

Callers were upset about what effects the plant 
would have on their health, she said, adding that she 
hoped to get more detailed answers from Glen 
Brown of the Wayne County Health Dept. 

Cullin said the Southfield company recently 
received a $550,000 grant from the federal Dept, of 
Energy to explore the feasibility of the project. 
Since then, U S. Ethanol has received tentative site 
plan approval of its proposed plant from the Yp- 
silanti Planning Commission. 

The supervisor said the whole project apparently 
will depend upon approval of a loan guarantee from 
the newdy*created federal Synthetic Fuel Board. 

Cullin said she also found out that the company is 


in the process of obtaining a 10-year tax abatement 
from Ypsilanti Township if funding is approved for 
the plant. 

She said U.S. Ethanol reportedly has obtained 
options on 11 parcels of land in Ypsilanti Township, 
some of which have houses. 

The proposed plant site would extend for 2,000 feet 
along Rawsonville Road and about 1,300 feet along 
Huron River Drive, Cullin said. 

Attempts by the Enterprise to reach a spokesman 
at U.S. Ethanol in Southfield were unsuccessful. 
The receptionist said Ted Stawick. vice president, 
was in court and no one else could act as spokesman 
on the Ypsilanti Township project. 

She told the Enterprise that the company did not 
have offices in any other location. 

Cullin said she believes that if the plant is built 
that it would use the same sewer lines in Ypsilanti 
Township that developers of a mobile home park in 
Van Buren proposed to use. 

Refusal of the Van Buren Township Board to 
grant approval for that developer to use the sewer 
lines under its agreement with Ypsilanti Township 
landed them in jail on two occasions. 

Cullin said that if the new sewer treatment plant 
now being constructed in Ypsilanti Township is 
completed before the ethanol alcohol is built, that 
the new facility probably could service U.S. Ethanol 
with no problems.

Woman found 
dead in home

An 18-year-old Detroit woman 
was dead on arrival at an area 
hospital Tuesday, Nov. 25, after 
being found unconscious by her 
husband at his sister’s home in Van 
Buren Township where the couple 
was visiting overnight. 

Pronounced dead shortly after 6 
a m. was Mrs. Judith Kay Brock, 
who was found on the bathroom 
floor in her nightgown and robe by 
her husband. Paul. 

Cause of death is unknown at this 
time, said Det. Frank Burton of the 
Wayne County Sheriffs Dept. He 
said foul play has been ruled out on 
the basis of his investigation. 

However, exact cause of the 
young woman’s death must await 
the results of a blood test by Wayne 
County, he said. 

Burton said it might be as long as 
two months before the test results 
are known due to the backlog of 
more than 8,000 autopsies slated to 
be performed by the coroner’s 
office. 

‘According to his investigation, 
Burton said the victim’s husband 
awoke about 5 a m. and discovered 


his wife was not in bed. He found 
the bathroom door locked, suc- 
ceeded in opening it with a coat 
hanger, and found his wife un- 
conscious.on the floor. 

Brock summoned his brother-in- 
law-, Robert Dunford, and the two 
men tried to revive Mrs. Brock. 
Help was called and she was taken 
to Wayne COunty General Hospital 
where she was pronounced dead on 
arrival, Burton said. 

Burton said Mrs. Brock, the 
mother of two children, life and 2*2 
years old, had been to a doctor 
about three weeks ago because of 
an infection and had been given 
medication. 

On the night before her death, 
Mrs. Brock had complained to her 
husband of neck pains and had 
gone to bed about 10:30 p.m. Her 
husband and his brother-in-law had 
stayed up to watch the football 
game on television. 

Burton said a preliminary 
autopsy failed to disclose anything 
outward that might have been 
responsible for the young mother’s 
death. 


Anti-freeze poisoning

This is the time of year when 
antifreeze is being changed in your 
car. The sweet smell and taste of 
the antifreeze attracts dogs and 
cats to any that is left standing 
about 

The dogs and cats that drink the 
antifreeze are poisoned. 

A 25-pound dog can begin to show 
signs of a poisoning with 1 *£ ounces 
of antifreeze and cats with as little 
as one teaspoon. 

If a 25-pound dog drinks more than 
3*6 ounces of antifreeze or if a cal 
drinks more than one ounce, there 
is no hope of treatment - the pet 
will die within 24 hours. 

The antifreeze is metabolized in 
the body and changes to a com- 
pound called an oxalate. This 
oxalate is discharged from the body 
through the kidneys and urine. 


The only problem with this is that 
the oxalate mixes with the calcium 
in the urine and forms crystals. 
With these crystals, the kidneys 
cannot function properly and the 
animal then suffers from uremic 
poisoning. 

If there are too many crystals, 
the pet will die. 

i If you know your pet has been 
drinking antifreeze, have it 
examined by your veterinarian. 
The veterinarian will keep your pet 
in the hospital and begin it on 
therapy to reduce the metabolism 
of antifreeze into oxalate. 

By reducing this metabolism, the 
production of crystals is reduced. 
Without these crystals, the kidneys 
will function normally and uremic 
poisoning and death can be 
avoided. Therapy takes days. 

Keep antifreeze out of reach — it is 
a poison and should be handled 
cardullv!

'Mark the perfect man. and 
behold the upright: for the end of 
that man is peace” < Psalms 37:37) 
As an example of godly conduct 
the psalmist, speaking by the Holy 
Ghost (St Mark 12:36), singled out 
the man who behaves within the 
limits of God's law < 1 Timothy 4 12). 
the man who takes a stand and 
contends tor just dealing with all 
men. the man who can truly say, as 
Paul said. “Be ye followers of me, 
even as I also am of Christ” <1 
Corinthians 11:1). and the man who, 
when he shall have come to the end 
ol his mundane journey, finds peace 
abiding lor himself as the quietness 
of still waters Had there been 
neither previous nor then existence 
ol such man the psalmist would not 
have pointed to him as the model of 
godly demeanor, and the fact that 
there had been and were then such 
men and women assures us that 
others followed suit after and shall 
follow as an unbroken link in the 
chain of’em unto the end of time 
(Genesis 6:9: 17:1: Job 1:8. 2:3; St 
Uike 1:6; St John 9:3; Philippians 
3:15; 1 John 3:9; 1 Thessalonians 
4:17) 

The perfect man is the man who 
never has. or never does, transgress 
the law But the perfect man. or any 
other man. who transgresses the law 
and refrains from his transgression 
with a view not to repeat it is a 
perfect man by abstension. The law 
in which the will of the lawgiver is 
set forth is the standard bv which 
what men are required to do, and 
what they are not required not to do, 
must be determined and the stan- 
dard by which all men shall be 
judged. For your own favorable 
position with God let nobody tell you 
anything different The Book says < 1 
John 3:4). “Whosoever committeth 
sin transgresseth the law: for sin is 
the transgression of the law”. You 
now know exactly what sin is and no 
one else needs to tell you. 

When the holiness preachers came 
onscene preaching holiness more or 
less eighty years ago those who 
detested that sort of teaching tried to 
refute the correctness of it by one 
statement in particular like, “Every 
breath a man draws is sin”. Have 
you ever read in God’s law where it 
says. Thou shalt not breathe'* 

When I am urged (desirous) either 
from within or from without to do. or 
not to do. something my first con- 


cern is what the law says about it If 
the law says, “Thou shalt”. I know 
that I am required of God to do it; 
but if the law says. “Thou shalt not”, 
then I understand that I am not 
allowed of God to act out my desire 
But if the law neither says. “Thou 
shall” nor “Thou shalt not”, with 
regard to a particular subject then 
for me to do or not to do is neither 
right nor wrong Therefore then I 
may do. or not do, as I please about 
it there are many things religious 
leaders call right which are not right 
and by the same token they call 
many doings wrong that are not 
wrong This is because their 
determination of them was not made 
in the light of what God’s words say 
about them Also that Is what Isaiah 
64:6 means by, “All our 
righteousnesses are as filthy rags”. 

I grant that Galatians 2:16 reads 
in part. “A man is not justified by 
theworks of the law. but by the faith 
of Jesus Christ Now “works of the 
law mean obedience to the law ; but 
without obedience to the law faith is 
ik) good: for James 2:26 says, “As 
the body without the spirit is dead, 
so laith without works is dead also” 
In another place i Romans 2:13) the 
same w riter of Galatians 2: 16 w rote, 
’Not the hearers of the law are just 
before God. hut the doers of the law' 
shall be justified”. Doers of the law 
here mean obeyers of the law 
Speaking in Romans 7:21 Paul 
said. 1 lind a law. that, when I 
would do good, evil is present with 
me" But in verse 16 he wrote. “If 


then I do that which I would not I 
consent unto the law that it is good” 
The inner conflict Paul spoke ol in 
chapter seven is that the w ill of God 
and the will of man: which will of 
man must be suppressed, set aside, 
and brought under subjection to the 
w ill of God i St Luke 22:42> When a 
believer in God through Christ does 
that he. or she. is worthy of being 
looked up to as an example of 
Christian living in the community 
where he resides 

Although I desire to do what the 
law says. “Thou shalt not”, or to not 
do what it says. “Thou shalt”. but 
set my w ill aside in order to do God’s 
w ill i Romans 6:12) I do it because 1 
am righteous In me remains the 
desire to do it my way. but I keep 
my desire, or will, suppressed on 
account of my delight to do God’s 
will Then being not a righteous man 
"righteousness” is “imputed unto” 
me on conditions of having obeyed 
the commandments (Romans 4:11. 
22 24». and therefore I am properly 
called a righteous man; or a doer of 
the right things There can be no 
doubt that ultimately this was the 
position of all righteous men and 
woman ol the Bible regarding the 
matter in point 

Perfection in Christian living is 
verily a mis understood subject by 
those who teach it and those who 
oppose the teaching of it It neither 
means necessarily having never 
sinned, the absence of in-dwelling 
sin. nor that one w ould never sin for 
some did: David lor one. But it does 


mean that if one sins he will repent 
i quit, or not keep oni and upon his 
repentance he will still be perfect 
The simplicity of perfect Christian 
living is doing w hat is to be done and 
not doing what is required not to be 
done That sort of living has been 
done by many men and w omen since 
Adam. 

The Lord said of His desciples in 
His prayer to God. “They have kept 
thy word” »St .John 17:6. 12. 15. 23). 
It then the disciples abode by the 
teaching of God’s words while Jesus 
was with them in the flesh they 
would certainly do so under the 
direction ol the Holy Ghost after 
which and with which they came to 
possess complete understanding of 
spiritual values and the spiritual 
system There is only one thing to 
say about the position of people who 
do not obey God’s law : they neither 
have laith in Jesus nor God (James 
2:26) 

Religious* leaders and their 
followers who do not obey God’s 
words are neither an example for 
godly living nor called and approved 
ministers of the word of Christ 
There w ill be no peace in the valley 
lor them w hen they reach the end of 
their earthly journey 

Consequently, as the example for 
godly conduct the psalmist,

Blame energy crunch 
for auto industry's woes 


The crisis in the American automobile industry 
has been broadly commented upon in your paper 
this year, as indeed it should be. Our largest in- 
dustry is in serious trouble, with heavy financial 
losses, a substantial loss of its market share to 
imports, and widespread unemployment 

Commonly cited causes for this crisis are a lack 
of foresight by the domestic auto makers, or 
governmental regulations compounded by high 
interest rates. There is, however, a third most 
important way of looking at this crisis, which 
notes that during the past decade poll after poll 
has indicated that more than half of the American 
people did not believe that there was an energy 
shortage. 

The reason for this credibility gap is that 
Washington has indeed preached energy 
awareness, but until recently practiced cheap 
energy policies which have fostered energy 
profligacy and a taste for standard size cars 
among American consumers. 

The first clear demonstration of the effect of this 
inconsistent approach occurred during and after 
the Arab oil boycott. As gas lines lengthened, the 
auto giants in Detroit increased the assembly lines 
available for small cars. 

The test came when the gas lines ended. 
Motorists checked the price at the pump on the 
way to the showrooms in 1975, and discovering the 
price had only rippled slightly upward, overlooked 
the small cars and bought standard size cars. 

For the first time in the auto industry, rebates 
were introduced but specifically introduced for the 
purpose of moving unsold fuel efficient cars. 

In addition, a number of us seem to have 
forgotten the pictures of foreign ships laden with 
small cars turned back at American ports at that 
time. Thus, who among us in 1975 would have had 
the courage to enter the corporate board rooms 
and recommend the investment of one billion 
dollars for one new line of small cars? 

In 1979, as the Iranian crisis unravelled, 
Washington obviously decided it was time to align 
policy with sermons, and gas prices rose more 
dramatically than at any time in America’s 
history 

As the price of gas reached and surpassed one 


dollar, many consumers were unexpectedly 
chilled at gasoline costs that rapidly loomed as a 
significant part of a monthly budget, and in a few 
short months they seriously turned in large 
numbers to fuel efficient cars. 

Rushing to meet this sudden demand were 
nations whose governments had long ago man- 
dated that gas should be expensive, and whose 
modern assembly plants were in many cases 
financed through our postwar reconstruction 
program. What a contrast those gleaming, 
automated plants are to American plants like 
Ford Rouge in Dearborn and Dodge Old Main in 
Detroit, which were built before World War I, and 
like the rest of us, were taxed following World War 
II to support overseas reconstruction. 

As this most dramatic shift in American buying 
habits has been taking place before our eyes, it is 
most convenient to castigate the auto giants. 
However, it must be remembered that they, like 
other producers, must make long-range decisions 
based on predictions of future consumer tastes. 
For the auto industry, these decisions must be 
made five years in advance of placing a car on 
the road, and with enormous investments of 
capital. 

The record demonstrates that Washington was 
presented with an unprecedented opportunity to 
align its energy warnings with its energy pricing 
policies in 1974-75, and abysmally failed. That 
failure, together with its continued inconsistency 
through 1978, set the stage for the present 
automobile crisis, with its dreadful consequences 
in the lives of hundreds of thousands of auto and 
auto-related workers. Indeed, as Secretary of 
Transportation Goldschmidt stated recently on 
national TV, both the industry and Washington 
come to the present difficulty with “dirty hands.” 

The time has come to seek a variety of ways to 
redress the disastrous impact of Washington’s 
inconsistencies on America’s largest industry. 
With the proper remedies, we may keep this in- 
dustry in America, provide American workers 
with gainful employment, and preserve this 
convertible base for our national defense.

I also know that the link between 
honesty and greed for wealth and power 
can be corroded by temptations; and, as 
Mark Twain so ably put it, “Everyone 
has a price...” But it’s curious how low it 
is for most of us. 

In this precarious dream we call Fife, 
the difference between an honest man 
and a dishonest man (and so I won’t be 
called sexist) or woman, is that an honest 
person can wrestle with temptation and 
win all the time. If he loses once, it’s 
over. 

Even a person who “gets away with it” 
usually finds that his mind has trapped 
him; his conscience won’t let him rest. 

The deed is compounded, as in the 
Russell case, when his colleagues have to 
bear the brunt of a police investigation. 
How could anyone report to his job each 
day and look these people in their faces, 
knowing that employees were going 
through the wear and strain of answering 
questions about a theft that he had all the 
answers to? 

It is indeed a rare person who can 
sleep at night knowing all of this. 

And this is one of the reasons why we 
write about crime and criminals. 
Because crime and criminals are unique. 

It is not the Russells of the world, 
however, that disturb me most. It is not 
the torment that these people cause that 
disturbs me. 

What disturbs me are the residents of 
Sumpter, or the residents of any com- 
munity, who would tolerate such action, 
allow it to continue with a com- 
promisingly attitude. 

Maybe it’s because Sunday, Dec. 7 is 
nearing that I feel you should never 
appease. To appease is to surrender, to 
be afraid to take a stand is to be 
cowardly. 

It would be simple if our lives were 
cast on a raft, if we had nothing to do 
with other people. 

But that isn’t so Like magnets we all 
interact and must hold together or fall. 

The people of Sumpter Township 
elected Russell as their treasurer. 

The people of Sumpter deserve Russell. 



A humane way to solve dog-cat overpopulation

• Did you know the Michigan 
Humane Society kills over 70,000 
dogs and cats a year? 

•Are you aware the increasingly 
larger numbers of stray animals 
present a public health problem to 
you and your children 0 

•Did you know that the most 
prevalent method of destroying 
unwanted animals is not the most 
humane method available? 

If you’re like the majority of 


people in Michigan you probably 
aren’t aware of these problems or 
of possible solutions to them. 

The Michigan Humane Society is 
the 7th largest in the country, and 
under the guidance of new 
Executive Director David K. Wills 
can become a prototype for the 
kind of Society needed to deal with 
the problem of man and animal 
coexistence in the *80’s. 

A first step taken by David Wills, 
has been to move the Society’s 
headquarters back to Detroit. If 


Detroit is to experience a true 
renaissance, there must be changes 
on all levels. What good is a 
beautifully renovated city if its 
street are filled with thousands of 
unwanted strays? 

Putting these animals to death is 
not the answer Animal population 
control is David Wills advocates 
legislation that would require pet 
ow r ners to have their animals fixed 

Those wishing to breed could pay 
a professional breeders fee. This 
would eliminate the large numbers 


of stray animals, and the public 
health hazards they present. 

In addition to danger from bites 
and rabies, stray dogs and cats can 
carry a variety of diseases that can 
be transmitted to humans through 
either direct contact with the 
animal or through animal waste. 

People must change their at- 
titudes towards pets They should 
not be regarded as property They 
are sentient beings capable of 
feeling love, fear and pain. Animals 
have rights and people must be 


made aware of this through 
legislation to change property 
statures. 

Until the stray population can be 
brought under control, unwanted 
animals should be destroyed in the 
most humane way possible. Most 
people believe that is being done 
This is not true The most widely 
used device is the decompression 
chamber The Michigan Humane 
Society has documented evidence 
on film, proving that the decom- 
pression chamber is anything but 
swift and painless. Bills, to outlaw 


decompression chambers and to 
provide a humane alternative by 
making sodium pentobarbital 
available to licensed shelters, have 
already passed the House. In the 
Fall these bills go to the Senate. 
Support must be heard from the 
public to ensure these fills become 
law. 

These and other problems of 
man/animal coexistence must be 
dealt with now. In order to be ef- 
fective, the Michigan Humane 
Society must re-educate the people. 
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Car chases 
first hand 

EDITOR — A couple weeks ago 
I saw the "60 Minutes” television 
show- on police chases, and how it 
often causes injury to uninvolved 
citizens. I saw the editorials in 
our local papers with peoples 
opinions on what the police 
should do. I became more curious 
on what police really do, and this 
past weekend I received the 
opportunity to ride with some 
State Troopers. 

Ttiis occurred on the afternoon 
of Saturday, November 15th. The 
Troopers were Vicki Moreau and 
Greg Bistol, who work at the 
Northville Post. Their assigned 
Patrol area was Plymouth and 
Canton townships. 

I wasn’t quite sure what to 
expect, but what happened was 
something I never would have 
imagined. The first few' hours 
were very routine (so I was told). 
It involved stopping speeders, 
car assists, and follow up in- 
vestigation on a breaking and 
entering complaint. This routine 
changed when we were dispat- 
ched to assist another patrol car 
involved in a chase. The fleeing 
driver was driving the wrong way 


on 1-275, cutting the median, and 
eventually getting away from 
them near Ann Arbor Road. 
Trooper Moreau saw this car 
near Six Mile Rd. and Haggerty 
Rd. She attempted to stop the 
vehicle with lights and siren, but 
the vehicle again fled driving the 
wrong way on 1-275. 

The next ten minutes are the 
most terrifying, yet enlightening 
minutes of my life. In ap- 
proximately five miles the 
fleeing driver drove the wrong 
way on all major roads and 
ramps we traveled. Often he 
drove sideways down roads, 
through medians, over poles, 
through fences, numerous fields, 
and often directly head on at 
other vehicles including ours. He 
even drove along the 1-275 bike 
path next to Schoolcraft College 
in Livonia. 

I can’t believe how close myself 
and countless number of other 
citizens came to being seriously 
injured if not killed that night. 
This crazy driver showed total 
disregard for everyones lives, 
both prior to and during the 
chase. 

The question is asked, ‘ Should 
these Troopers have continued 
the pursuit”? In my opinion, the 
Troopers presence no doubt 
saved many lives. Trooper Vicki 
Moreau’s exceptional driving 


skills and quick thinking, saved 
our lives. Trooper Greg Bristol 
should also be commended on the 
fine job he did by shooting two of 
the fleeing car’s tires out, and 
eventually bringing that vehicle 
to a stop Granted these 
Troopers are trained and ex- 
pected to act in this type of a 
situation, but the sad part is when 
they do react, they receive 
nothing but criticism. They had 
nothing to gain, but their lives to 
lose. 

Trooper Bristol is one of the 
Troopers soon to be laid off by 
Governor Milliken in January. In 
fact, the Northville Post may lose 
up to fifteen Troopers. This 
terrified me after what I ex- 
perienced on last Saturday night. 
The Governor laid-off eighty 
Troopers a couple of months ago 
and said that no more would be 
cut. Now he is going to lay off 
over one hundred more, and we 
the citizens of Michigan are the 
ones who are going to be left 
unprotected. 

When police officers do ex- 
ceptional work that saves peoples 
lives, they should be supported by 
thepublic they serve. I am urging 
other citizens who saw this in- 
cident, or any other incident 
involving exceptional police 
work, to come forth and let their 
supervisor's know what an ex- 


cellent job they are doing. These 
police officer’s need our support!

Carbon monoxide

We can be well prepared for the big things in life, but 
sometimes the little things are overlooked and knock us 
out of commission. Take the hunters this season, for 
example 

A good hunter knows the proper clothes to wear, how to 
handle the guns and read the compass, is alert to 
hazardous weather on the trail, and retains contact with 
his or her hunting companions. 

What even an experienced hunter might overlook is one 
simple item that could turn an exhilarating hunting trip 
into a tragedy, namely the condition of the heating unit 
in the cabin, camper, or travel trailer. 

The heating unit may not be used very often and, as a 
result, could have developed a faulty condition that could 
create carbom monoxide and be a threat to life. Each 
year we have reports of hunters who have been overcome 
by carbon monoxide, some of them fatally. 


You can’t see it, or smell it. When carbon monixide is 
abroad, a good night’s sleep could— and sometimes does— 
become the final rest. 

The most dangerous appliances are the intermittently 
used gas-fired appliances and any unvented unit A wood 
stove or fireplace also can emit carbon monoxide, even 
more when the fire diminishes to glowing embers. At that 
level the fire doesn’t have the strength to surge up the 
chimney and permeates the room with carbon monoxide 
instead. 

In every case, open windows are desireable, but they 
may not provide enough ventilation, if dangerous amounts 
of carbon monoxide are in the room. The only safe way is 
to be sure that all combustion products are properly 
vented to the outside all the time. Similar conditions apply 
to summer cottages that are opened in the spring 

Make it a point this year to check the heating unit before 
you need it. Play it safe. Don’t let the little things knock 
you out of commission. In this case, the little thing could 
be the biggest thing in your life: survival.

Fbr thousands of families, a drive to one of Michigan’s 62 cut- 
your-own Christmas tree farms is as much a part of the holiday 
season as singing carols and drinking eggnog, according to 
Automobile Club of Michigan. 

“Hearing the excited voices of children among rows of 
evergreens as they search for that perfect tree is enough to get 
anyone into a holiday mood,” stated Auto Club Touring Manager 
Joseph Ratke. 

This season, cut-it-yourselfers may select from more than 
600,000 evergreens and more than a dozen varieties at farms 
listed on Auto Club s 1980 guide. 

Prices start at $3 for Scotch pines to $30 for blue spruce and $25 
for Douglas fir. Eight farms sell trees by the foot, varying from 
$1.25 to $3, depending on variety. 

Sizes can range from foot-tall, transplantable potted trees 
perfect for children’s rooms, to shaped, roomsize Austrian, 
French and Japanese pines and the white pine, Michigan’s state 
tree lA few have flocked trees, sprayed with a snowy coating.) 

“Forty-six farms also offer pines up to 30 feet tall for churches 
and commercial buildings,” Ratke added. 

At many farms, children can see, feed or pet everything from 
ducks and hogs to horses, and enjoy free treats like popcorn balls 
and hot cider. Some farms even feature visits by Santa Claus. 

“Christmas shoppers can buy hand-made crafts or Early 
American style toys at Christmas Tree Lane near Grass Lake, 


Matthes Evergreens near Ida and Evergreen Farm at Mon- 
trose,” Ratke added 

Arend tree farms near Chelsea and Brooklyn give each family a 
potted blue spruce seedling Duddles Farm near Reed City sells 
its own maple syrup and Swan Creek Farm near St Charles 
hands out free tree preservative. It also offers pre-paid, or 
reserved trees, a service found at 22 other farms 

Nearly half the farms will wrap branches with twine for easy 
transport while some will mechanically clean trees of dead 
needles and other debris. 

If planning a trip to a choose-and-cut farm this season, Auto 
Club suggests these tips: 

— Bring a hand saw Most farms lend saws but they could be in 
use, especially on weekends Axes are banned 

— When choosing, remember that most pines and Douglas firs 
hold needles, and spruces and balsams shed quickly if not cared 
for properly. 

— After deciding on a tree, saw the trunk close to the ground 

— Although most farms have twine to tie trees to cars, bring 
rope just in case. Tie the tree’s base at the front of the car. 

— Store trees in a bucket of water in a cool area. Before placing 
in a stand, diagonally cut an inch or two off the base to help the 
tree absorb water. Fill the stand with water daily. 

— Avoid placing trees near heating ducts or open flames. 

— Before decorating, always check tree lights for bare wires 
and make sure electrical outlets won t be overloaded.

the recent developments at Westland John Glenn, be my guest. 

In a power play, Jerry Szukaitis who was preparing to make hi$ 
debut as head basketball coach, has been benched and Dan Henry, 
reportedly — and I repeat reportedly — fired by the administration 
earlier in the year has been rehired as head coach. 

Henry handled the team a year ago, came under fire by the 
hierarcy who refuse to “go on the record” and clear up the con- 
troversy.

Many a good coach has left this area because of some whim of a 
board, members. What the arbitrator is saying to the boards is 
that you may have the right to fire and hire, but you also have a 
right to give the person “due process’’. 

From now on, the board will have to have an excellent reason 
to fire a coach.

Sitkovich, principal at John Glenn and, secondly, by Bill Reece, 
President of the Wayne-Westland Education Association. 

First Sitkovich. 

“Because our contract defines the grievance procedures,”

Had planned to put it 
together for Thanksgiving but when one of our invited 
guests, a young woman who’d be away from her 
Massuchesetts clan over the holiday, offered to bring 
pecan pie, I opted for another new dessert instead. 

Thought you might like to have the celebrity's 
recipe, which she begged off the pastry chef at the 
Phoenix Hotel in Lexington, Ky., for that other im- 
portant event which is less than a month away 

And. too, I’d like to share w r ith you the Sour Cream 
Apple Pie which was on our buffet this past Thursday. 
Had good reaction to it . . . 

ABBY’S PECAN PIE 

I cup white corn syrup 
I cup dark brown sugar 
one-third teaspoon salt 
one-third cup melted butter 
I teaspoon vanilla 
3 whole eggs 

1 heaping cup shelled whole pecans 

Mix syrup, sugar, salt, butter, vanilla. Mix in slightly 
beaten eggs. Pour into a 9-inch unbaked pie shell 
Sprinkle pecans over filling Bake in 350 degree oven 
approximately 45 minutes 
Since I included another ingredient, raisins, to the 
following recipe, I’m taking the liberty of labeling it 
“Lee’s” - journalistic license. This is my kind of 
pastry since I prefer making single-shell pies that don’t 
have to be baked ahead 

LEE'S SOUR CREAM APPLE PIE 

2 Tblsp. flour 
> N tsp. salt 

cup sugar 
I egg, unbeaten 
1 tsp. vanilla 
I cup dairy sour cream 
• 4 tsp. nutmeg 
:i i cup raisins 

(And next time I’d add some chopped walnuts as 
well) 

Stir together first three ingredients and then add 
next four, blending well until you have a smooth, thin 


batter. I always “plump” my raisins by either pouring 
hot water over them or sticking them in the microwave 
with a bit of water Do so and then drain well before 
adding to batter. Add no top crust Bake at 400 degrees 
for 15 minutes and then at 350 degrees for 30 minutes. 
Remove from oven and cover with spicy topping 

SPICY TOPPING: one-third cup sugar, one-third 
cup flour, 1 tsp. cinnamon and 1 » cup butter or oleo 
Blend well with pastry cutter or fingers and sprinkle 
over top of pie Return to oven for 10 minutes and bake 
at 400 degrees to brown

The sounds of the ocean surround 
you, so soothing and relaxing Your 
body feels like it could sink beneath 
the sun-warmed sand forever. 
Beside you a voice speaks, a gentle 
monotone, just as soothing and 
relaxing as your surroundings 

But when you open your eyes, 
you’re in an office, and you realize 
your first encounter with hyp- 
notherapy is over The ocean is 
nothing more than a cassette 
recording, and the voice belongs to 
Ken Corbin, director of the Holistic 
Hypnotherapy Center Inc. in Taylor 

Contrary to belief, you are not 
asleep when hypnotized, but in a 
state of profound relaxation, so 
relaxed that your conscious mind 
“doesn't need to work, and your 
subconscious mind, or emotions, can 
surface.” 

And unlike the Hollywood 
stereotype of hypnosis, with the 
pocket watch or shiny orb quickly 
subdueing the subject, who through 
hypnotic suggestion performs wild 
antics, you are totally aware of your 
surroundings — your body is 
relaxed, but your mind is alert. 

“You probably are more aware 
and more alert under hypnosis,” 
Corbin said. 

Corbin has been involved in 
hypnotherapy for several years. 


Be aware that rodents may invade 
your home seeking food, warmth 


Hie coming of cool 
weather sends many 
animals scurrying to 
find a cozy place to 
spend the winter. For 
some homeowmers, this 
scramble for winter 
means a host of un- 
welcome houseguests. 

Glenn Dudderar, 
Extension wildlife 
specialist at Michigan 
State University, says 
the most common 
animals to enter homes 
looking for winter 
shelter are squirrels, 
bats, rats and mice. 

“Mouse droppings in 
a kitchen drawer or a 
stash of dry food in your 
hunting boots may be 
the first indication that 
you have guests,” 
Dudderar says. “That 
discovery should tell 
you that your house is 
not as tight and snug as 
it should be. Somewhere 
- perhaps beside a 
basement window or in 
a comer of the foun- 
dation - there’s an 
opening that mice or 
other animals are using 


to get into your home.” 

An opening doesn’t 
have to be very large for 
a mouse to squeeze 
through, he points out. 
Even a rat needs only a 
half-inch opening, and a 
bat can squirm through 
a '4 inch hole. 

An opening that’s 
letting animals into the 
house is also letting 
heated or cooled air out, 
he notes. To keep the 
animals out and to save 
energy, seal up those 
openings. 

But first, you should 
concentrate on getting 
rid of those that have 
already entered to avoid 
sealing the critters 
inside. 

House rats and mice 
that got by quite nicely 
in the w ilds all summer 
now need your help - in 
the form of food and 
shelter - to survive the 
winter. Wild mice - 
particularly the field 
mouse and the at- 
tractive white-footed or 
deer mouse - will also 
take advantage of your 


hospitality, though 
they’re not as well 
adapted to life in your 
home. 

For a number of 
reasons, all these 
rodents are unwelcome 
houseguests. 

The first reason is 
that their front teeth 
grow constantly. To 
keep them worn to the 
proper length, the 
animals must gnaw. 
When they gnaw on the 
wiring in your walls, 
they may chew' off the 
insulation and create a 
fire hazard. They may 
do a great deal of 
damage by gnawing on 
wood ahd other 
materials. 

Secondly, rodents will 
eat and contaminate 
(with their urine and 
droppings) both human 
and pet food. And third, 
they carry the 
organisms that cause a 
number of serious 
diseases 

Controlling rodents in 
the home is a 3-step 
process. First,

eliminate all possible 
food sources. This 
means cleaning up food 
spills in storage areas, 
placing all foos in cans 
or glass jars, putting pet 
food away as soon as the 
pet has eaten, cleaning 
off plates and washing 
dishes immediately 
after meals, removing 
all garbage from the 
kitchen, and so on. 

Strict sanitation is 
necessary for the 
second step to succeed, 
Dudderar says. 

“No rat that can eat 
people food out of the 
wastebasket is going to 
go for rat bait,” he 
points out. “But if 
there’s nothing else for 
him to eat, he ll have to 
either leave or go after 
the bait.” 

Two general classes 
of poison baits are 
available: single-dose, 
highly toxic materials 
that kill the animal at 
once, and multiple-dose 
anticoagulants In the 
home, the multiple-dose 
poisons are the safer 
choice, because one 
accidental consumption 
by a human or a pet is 
not likely to be lethal 
The single-dose poisons 
can kill any warm 
blooded animal, in 
eluding a human being 
that consumes them. 

The relative safety of 
the anticoagulant baits 
doesn’t mean you should 
use them carelessly, 
Dudderar points out. 
Place the baits where 
only the rodents can get 
to them: behind ap- 
pliances, in the back 
corners of cupboards, 
inside cold air ducts - 
wherever you have 
reason to believe the 
rodents lurk or run. 

Bear in mind that 
most dogs and cats are 
great scroungers - even 
if well fed, they’ll eat 
anything they come 
upon them as edible. 
Likewise, small 
children put anything 
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into their mouths that 
will fit. So place you 
baits where curious 
explorers can’t get to 
them 

U takes daily doses of 
anticoagulants over a 
period of about two 
weeks to do in the in- 
tended victim, so 
Dudderar advises 
patience and per- 
sistence. If the first box 
of mouse bait doesn’t 
work, don’t give up. 
Feed another. Keep 
feeding until the mice 
are finished. 

If you use traps, use a 
lot of them so you’ll 
catch all the rodents 
before they become 
trap-shy. A good bait for 
mice and rats is a 50-50 
mixture of peanut 
butter and oatmeal, 
with a dash of salt. 
Check, empty and reset, 
or throw away traps 


with dead rodents 
frequently, he advises, 
so the uncaught animals 
don’t have a chance to 
learn to avoid the traps. 

After you have 
eliminated the rodents 
in the house, seal off the 
openings they entered » 
through to prevent more 
from moving in. 

Squirrels, especially 
red squirrels, often 
enter homes to use a 
quiet space in the attic 
or walls to stash a store 
of nuts. Trap the in- 
vaders, using a box trap 
baited with sunflower 
seeds or a rat trap. 


getting his start under Dave Pappas, 
a fellow director of the clinic With 
an educational background in 
education, some psychology and 
business. Corbin travelled with 
Pappas for awhile, before deciding 
to read everything he could find on 
hypnosis. 

He eventually learned the 
technique from Pappas and after 
several years of practice and 
learning, the two teamed 1 up to open 
the Holistic Center this May. 

As Corbin describes it, the clinic 
"helps people eliminate unwanted 
problems or habits." It offers group 
sessions on weight control and 
smoking and private sessions on 
such things as nail biting and bed 
wetting. 

“We try to find the cause of the 
problem and eliminate it, then the 
solution is automatic,” Corbin said. 
“We don’t try to change the way a 
client thinks, but rather change the 
way they feel about themselves and 
their problems.” 

Through hypnosis Corbin helps the 
client build up his or her self-esteem 
and self-confidence to eliminate the 
problem 

The success rate at the clinic has 
been such that it is now working with 
Wayne State University on a survey 
and is on the referral list for the 
American Lung Association. 

In its smoking sessions, usually 
from four to nine persons, the 
hypnotherapists have been able to 
achieve a 65 to 70 percent success 
rate. In weight loss, a tougher area 
since people must change the way 
they think about foods, the success 
rate is between 60 to 65 percent. 

In areas such as tension, ner- 
vousness, anxiety and high blood 
pressure, hypnosis has been suc- 
cessful in 100 percent of the cases. 

In treating a problem, clients 
normally undergo inductions of 
hypnosis, better described as 
progressive or profound relaxation. 
In such a state the conscious mind 
doesn’t need to work, and the sub- 
conscious mind takes over. 

Corbin induces hypnosis through 
talk, a sense-pleasing monotone of 
talk that takes the mind through 
imaginative settings, pleasurable 
experiences* that further relax you 

“We do use the water 
background,” Corbin said. “Ocean 
sounds are very relaxing and are 
associated with feeling good.” 

As he talks, you feel your mind 
drift. Soon your fingers tingle, and 
you become very aware of your 
breathing. Your journey into the 
mind continues, and soon you begin 


to see what he is talking about in 
such soothing tones You are there in 
the meadow, you can feel the hot 
sand of the beach under vour feet 

The hypnotic state is a sensual 
experience in that your mind sees, 
hears and feels what is going on 
around you When you awake, you 
have a refreshed, heady feeling, a 
feeling of total well-being 

But the work with the sub- 
conscious doesn't end there The 
clinic provides cassette tapes, which 
reinforce the message of the hyp- 
nosis session Corbin recommends 
that his client use it in two ways — a 
heavy use at night and a lighter use 
dunng the day. 

“I suggest using the tape before 
going to bed," Corbin said. “If you 
fall asleep while listening, that’s 
all right, since we’re actually 
working with the subconscious.” 

A combination of light day-heavy 
night use a client will “normally 
reach a solution to his our her 
problem.” 

In the smoking sessions, which 
cost $30 for one 2- to2» v-hour session, 
the hypnotherapists aim for a 
permanent end to smoking If the 
client weakens, Corbin says, they 
shouldn’t feel embarrassed or feel 
like “a failure.” It is a “temporary 
setback” that can be dealt with 
through another session, free of 
charge. 

Weight loss is covered in two 
to 2-hour sessions, costing $25 each, 
and private sessions from life to 2 
hours are $40 each. 

In all sessions the client receives a 
cassette tape that reinforces the 
work accomplished in the hypnosis 
session. 

TTiere is a third hypnotherapist at 
the Holistic Center, Samuel Curry, 
one of the best black hypnotists 
around, according to Corbin In- 
terest in their work is growing daily, 
and dow n the road are plans for two 
new clinics, possibly in Birmingham 
and Bedford 

The clinic does work with 
children, although Corbin stresses 
that the more intelligent the client, 
the far easier it is to achieve a 
hypnotic state. As Corbin explains it, 
an intelligent person has a far better 
developed imagination. 

But he also stresses that the client 
must be willing. 

“The client has to make that 
decision,” he added. “We do all the 
work, but they have to be willing to 
make it (our work) work. “The 
potentials of the mind are 
phenomenal, you can do so much 
with it.”

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Wayne power lifter builds for the future

Wayne’s version of the Incredible 
Hulk was apparently late for the 
interview The visitor had been 
scheduled to meet Spencer Taylor, 
the teen age state champion in 
power weight lifting 
Vet the only person working out in 
the unfinished weight training room 
at The Center appeared too small to 
be a power lifter, let alone a state 
champion No. the visitor was 
looking for a much bigger young 
man. Mr. Macho with the bulging 
biceps and intimidating physique 
“I’m Spencer Taylor,” quietly 
answered the youth, interrupting his 
workout to greet a surprised visitor. 
At 5’ 9* a” and 165 pounds Taylor 
could pass for a high school football 
lineman or a muscular wrestler. But 
a power lifter? 

‘Tve kept the same weight for the 
last two years,” admitted this soft- 
spoken 19-year-old. ' Most of the 
year I train for strength, not for 
looks l‘m more interested in low' 
reps < repetitions) with as much 
weight as possible to build strength 
high reps with lower weights build 
size. 

“A lot of the publicized muscle 
men you see around are not as 
strong as they look.” he added, “in 
terms of lifting weight.” 

Nobody can question Taylor’s 
strength, judging from his per- 
formance last June in the AAU- 
sponsored state power lifting 
competition. 


During that event the Wayne 
resident registered lifts of 290 
pounds in the bench press (305 is his 
best), 515 pounds in the squat and 475 
pounds in the dead lift to win the 165- 
pound title It was the most 
prestigious title to date for Taylor, 
who previously had captured 
various meet crowns along with a 
high school state championship 
while a senior at John Glenn High. 

IDs recent training has been 
hampered by a slight tear in a leg 
muscle, a painful reminder of an 
improper warm-up before squat 
lifting The injury will restrict his 
lifting for some six months. 

“When you lift a lot you expect 
strains,” confided Taylor, who 
trains almost daily, often at Wayne’s 
Center. “1 lift for strength and to 
stay in shape while planning ahead 
for any upcoming competition I get 
bored when l don’t improve ... then l 
take a week off.” 

Taylor usually sandwiches his 
early afternoon workouts around 
class — he's a part-time student at 
Eastern Michigan University — and 
his janitor’s work on the afternoon 
shift in the local school district. It 
was as an eighth-grade student that 
Taylor first got involved with the 
weights. 

Did someone kick sand in his face? 

“No,” laughed Taylor, “it all 
started because of arm wrestling. 
Everyone was arm wrestling and I 
thought some weight lifting would 
help me out. 

“I wasn’t that athletic — there 


were few sports I was good at.” he 
explained “Lifting was good 
because I could depend on myself 
alone to win or lose. Smaller guys 
are the toughest anyway, pound for 
pound. 

“I tried the regular kind of 
weight lifting, the kind you see in the 
Olympics, Power lifting doesn’t 
have the technique of Olympic lif- 
ting but it does rely more on pure 
strength.” 

This day’s workout consisted of 
some exercises to tone up the waist, 
twisting maneuvers for the leg 
muscles and basic bench pressing. 
Soon it would lx* off to work. 

“Somedays 1 don’t feel like 
working out,” Taylor admitted. 
“And I don't like to set long range 
goals. Competing in the World Open 
for pow er lifters is still just a dream. 
Next February there’s an open meet 
in Michigan that I'm pointing for 
right now ” 

As for the arm wrestling, that’s 
pretty much forgotten these days. 

I never did get to be the best in 
that.” said Taylor. “My wrists are 
small, for one thing, and strength 
alone is not enough because of the 
technique involved.” 

The power lifting champion, clad 
in T-shirt and short s bearing the 
name of a local spa, prepared to 
continue his workout. Who cares 
about arm wrestling when you can 
liench press nearly twice your 
weight anyway? 

Pound for pound, that’s in- 
timidating enough

'Rock and Roll Diary' 
provides tribute to a legend 


LOU REED 

“Rock And Roll Diary 1967-1980” 
(Arista) 

There aren’t too many legends run- 
ning around in the rock'n’roll world, let 
alone still making music as powerful as 
they ever did. 

Lou Reed is an exception, and quite 
an exceptional one at that; as he enters 
his third decade of rock'n’roll, Reed’s 
last album, “Growing Up In Public,” 
stands as one of the most honest 
statements ever to hit vinyl, a 
biographical statement showing that 
like fellow New Yorker Jim Carroll, Lou 
Reed was “redeemed through pain, not 
through joy.” 

Ana now, a mere six months later, 
comes “Rock And Roll Diary,” a fitting 
tribute to one of the most reknowned ( in 
certain circles anyway) careers the 
genre has ever seen. 

“Diary” kicks off the first two sides of 
this double LP with some long- 
unavailable cuts by Reed’s first group. 
The Velvet Underground. Cited by such 
as David Bowie as a major influence, 
the ground treaded first by the Velvet’s 
is still followed today, and is obviously 
THE predominate influence in the 
modern “rock” of Joy Division 
Public Image, among others. 

Extremely diverse musically, 
Velvet Underground could be 
shattering one minute, and the next be 
crooning a soft, beautifully haunting 
number like “Pale Blue Eyes,” which is 
included here. Their subject matter was 
quite shocking at the time also, as Lou 
Reed sang about life as he knew it on 
the streets of New York; drugs, S&M, 
“Lady Godiva’s Operation,” these were 
their song themes and Reed’s uncanny 
image-provoking lyrics brought the 
decadent world of South Queens right 
into our rooms. For better or for worse, 
it was always interesting. 

Classics abound: “Waiting For The 
Man” (performed by Bowie on his first 
two tours); the oft-covered original 
version of “White Light/ White Heat," a 
song made famous by Detroit’s own 
Mitch Ryder, “Rock and Roll” (you 
know “Jenny said when she was five 
years old...”); and even “Sweet

Jane,” one of the greatest rock songs 
ever. All are included here from the 
Velvet’s “Loaded” album, as opposed to 
the often-heard (and lousv by com- 
parison) live version 'that the local disc 
jockey’s seem to love. Also included is 
Lou’s only bonafide hit single, “Walk On 
The Wild Side,” and despite sounding 
rather tame, it’s still pleasant to hear. 

Sides three and four contain later 
material, all well chosen, ranging from 
“Kids,” off the 70’s most depressing 
album, “Berlin,” right on up to the 11- 
minute epic “Street Hassle” (which 
shows, along with the LP’s other long 
cut, the 10-minute live version of 
“Heroin,” that Reed can hold your 
interest for quite awhile, as apart from 
Lou only Bruce Springsteen can do--and 
the Boss even speaks a few words on 
“Street Hassle.” How’s that for 
credibility?). 

Lou Reed once sang of Jenny, whose 
life was saved by Rock and Roll. If 
yours has even been affected by it, 
chances are what you heard had been 
affected by Lou Reed, and don’t you 
owe it to yourself to hear it by the 
original? I hope so, for your sake.

At only twenty five 
years of age she has 
already made 24 films, 
and all since 1971! She 
was the only female 
performer to have two 
films at this year’s New 
York Film Festival, and 
still found time to star in 
her first American film, 
the upcoming 
“Heaven’s Gate,” a 30 
million dollar Western 
extravaganza set in the 
late 19th century, 
written and directed by 
Michael Cimino of 
“Deer Hunter’’ fame. 

Alt hough she may be 
a busy actress, she is

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Take proper precautions 
when storing fishing tackle 


The old adage, “An ounce of prevention 
is worth a pound of cure," applies in a 
variety of areas. Fishing and fishing 
tackle is no exception. 

Taking the proper precautions NOW 
when storing fishing tackle away for the 
winter can save a lot of headaches when 
you unpack it next spring. 

Fishing reels, for example, should be 
disassembled and the old grease cleaned 
from the gears. Any broken or worn 
springs should be replaced and the gears 
and bearings regreased. After the reels 
are assembled again, you can protect the 
external finish by coa’ting it lightly with 
thin oil. 

Normally, I'll strip all the line off the 
reels that I won’t be using until the 
spring. However, I’ll wait until just prior 
to my first trip next season to respool. 

Fishing rods can be cleaned nicely by 
washing them with a soap and water 
solution and dried with a soft cloth. Check 
the rod guides and tip-top for nicks and 
burrs that may damage line. If any 


guides are worn or if the thread windings 
are frayed, replace them now. 

Store your rods in cases, if you have 
any. 

Your collection of lures also could 
stand an inspection. If the painted 
finishes on your crankbaits are chipped, 
faded or discolored, touch them up or 
replace the lures. Now’s the time to 
straighten or replace all bent and broken 
treble hooks. Pay particular attention to 
shiny parts, such as diving lips and 
blades or spinnerbaits. Skirts on spin- 
nerbaits should also be checked. 

Try this test: Hold the spinnerbait so 
the skirt hangs freely. Then immerse it in 
a pan of water. If the skirt curls im- 
mediately when it touches the water, it’s 
still good. If it doesn’t, replace it. 

If you did a lot of fishing with spin- 
nerbaits and jigs, chances are the lead 
heads on these lures could stand another 
coat of paint. Try mixing epoxy with the 


paint— the finish will last longer and 
resist chipping. 

I’m sure your tackleboxes could use a 
good scrubbing, too. Remove each tray or 
drawer and clean with soap and water. 
Rinse with clean water and dry with a 
towel. Use a damp sponge to clean the 
exterior surface of your tackleboxes. 

You may want to add cork, styrofoam, 
or foam rubber to the bottoms of the 
compartments. Now’s the time to do it. 
Don’t wait until it’s time to go fishing 
again. 

If you just started fishing with plastic 
worms this past year and haven’t been 
keeping them separated according to 
colors, by all means, separate them now. 
The chemicals in the plastic will cause 
the colors to mix if stored together over a 
long period of time. Next year, when 
spawning bass are hitting red plastic 
worms, you’ll find your red ones have 
splotches of blue, purple, brown and 
black. 


Clear plastic sandwich bags with zip- 
close tops are excellent worm keepers. 
And if you find your worms have become 
stiff and dry next spring, just spread 
them out on a flat surface and place them 
in direct sunlight for a few hours. The 
natural oils and flexibility will return. 

Spend some time with your boat. 
Presuming you have already winterized 
your outboard motor, proceed to wax the 
motor and hull. A good coating of wax 
will protect the finishes from the adverse 
effects of winter weather. To get 
maximum performance out of your rig, 
you’ll have to do this next spring, 
anyway. 

Finally, if your boat is equipped with a 
battery, remove it and store it in your 
basement or in a spot where winter’s 
wrath cannot cause damage. And be sure 
to run a charge into it every 30 days or so 
during the storage period so it’ll be fresh 
and ready to go when the ice melts in the 
spring.

Here's how to look for ski shop this winter 


Shopping for a ski shop is every 
bit as important as shopping for 
skis, boots, bindings or clothing. In 
fact, it’s more important because 
what you buy is largely determined 
by the shop itself— what brands it 
carries, the prices of its mer- 
chandise and the influence of the 
shop’s personnel. 

A. Type of shop. A shop’s 
reputation is one of the major fac- 
tors in judging honesty and 
knowledge, so ask your friends 
about their experience with in- 
dividual ski shops. Be aware, 
however, that a new shop on the 
block can have some very well in- 
formed personnel. 

B To gauge a Sales Person’s 
knowledge. Ask the sales person 
about his skiing background, how he 
skis, where he skis, and his equip- 
ment preferences. This can give you 
some measure of his knowledge. 

More important, hpwever, are the 


questions sales personnel ask you: 
How much do you weigh? How tall 
are you? How long have you skied? 
What ability level do you consider 
yourself? What equipment have you 
been using? Where do you ski and 
what kind of terrain and snow 
conditions do you prefer? Do you 
carve or skid your turns? Are you 
aggressive or easy-going? 

What do you consider most im- 
portant in a ski boot or binding? This 
demonstrates his concern for you 
to get the right equipment for your 
needs. 

In shopping for ski wear, you 
should expect the sales person to 
point out specific features in a 
garment, such as snow cuffs, inside 
pockets, lift-ticket loops and high 
collars. They should also be able to 
explain the warmth versus style 
advantages as well as provide in- 
formation about caring for the 
garment. 


Expect service. Any ski shop 
worth your business should give 
good service and make good on 
defective merchandise, honor 


guarantees, repair faulty products 
and accept returned items that have 
not been used or worn. Policies

Recipe for venison 


It’s back to that deer, my dear . . . 

A popular recipe for making summer sausage at home calls for 5 pounds of 
hamburger. Venison can be substituted for half the hamburger, or a mixture 
of lean venison and beef fat can be used, according to A1 Booren of the 
Michigan State University Cooperative Extension Service. 

To make the sausage, combine 2 x k pounds lean ground venison with 2*6 
pounds hamburger that contains 30 percent fat, or grind together 4 pounds of 
lean venison and 1 pound of beef fat. Fat trim is preferred to suet for sausage 
making. 

For 5 pounds of ground meat, use the following ingredients: 5 teaspoons 
Tender Quick curing salt, which contains 0.5 percent sodium nitrite, 5 
teaspoons salt, 2*6 teaspoons garlic powder, 2*6 teaspoons ground black 
pepper and, if desired, a few drops of liquid smoke. 

ComDine all the ingredients in a large bow. Mix thoroughly with a spoon. 
Using a piece of waxed paper or plastic wrap, shape the mixture into 5 1- 
pound rolls-each no larger that lVfc inches in diameter. Refrigerate the 
wrapped rolls for 24 to 36 hours. Unwrap. Place on a broiler rack in an oven 
set at 175 degrees and bake for 4 hours. 

Summer sausage can be stored for up to 3 weeks in the refrigerator. For 
longer storage, wrap in moisture-vapor-resistant wrap and freeze. Because 
its saltiness promotes the development of rancidity, frozen sausage should be 
used within 2 months. 

Venison, like other meats, can be cured at home, and will turn out similar 
to com beef. 

The best cut to cure is the upper portion of the round, because it contains 
almost no fat and can be fairly easily separated into pieces, according to 
Booren. If a commercial curing preparation-like Sugar Cure of Tender 
Quick-is used, folow the manufacturer’s directions. 

But if you’re making you own brine, use the following sweet pickle solution, 
which will cure 50 pounds of venison and is recommended by Booren. 

To 5 gallons of cold water and 7 pounds salt, 2 pounds sugar and lVi pounds 
cure, which contains 6.25 percent sodium nitrite. (Cure like Modem Cure or 
Prague Powder can be purchased from small commercial sausage makers. ) 
Stir until ingredients dissolve. 

Keep the meat and brine at temperatures between 34 and 40 degrees 
throughout the curing process. Higher temperatures will cause spoilage, 
while lower temperatures will retard the curing process. 

To prepare the venison, chill the meat to a temperature of between 34 and 
40 degrees. Then cut the meat into fairly big pieces all about the same size. 
Put the pieces of meat into a container made of salt-resistant material- 
ceramic, crockery, food-grade plastic. For the top layer, place the meat so 
the skinned side is up. Cover the meat with brine. If necessary, weight the 
meat to keep it submerged in the brine. A jar, filled with water can be used 
as a weight. Cover the container and place it in a refrigerator, root cellar or 
other location where the 34 to 40 degree temperature will be maintained. 

At least once a week, check the container for signs of spoilage. If signs of 
spoilage appear-a cloudy or ropy brine, or an off-odor-remove the meat and 
place it in fresh brine. 

As a rule of thumb, Booren says, the curing time for large, thick pieces of 
meat is about 3*6 days per pound. So for pieces of meat weighing 8 pounds, 
the curing process takes about 28 days. If the meat is removed from the 
brine too soon, a brown area will appear in the center of the meat after it’s 
cooked. 

Cured meat must be kept in the brine at temperatures between 34 to 40 
degrees until it is used. Once cured, venison can be smoked or dried.

lightweight, gas-powered 
chain saw is efficient, if 
proper attention is paid to 
safety. 

While it’s nice to have 
the family along to select 
the tree, children and other 
spectators should be out of 
the way when the work 
begins. 

If the tree has a sizable 
trunk, a notch cut should 
be used to keep the bark 
from splitting. Cut a 
* V-shaped notch on one side 
of the trunk, then make a 


single horizontal cut from 
the opposite side. After the 
tree has been felled, cut the 
trunk to form a flat base 
for mounting. 

Holiday “loggers" 
should exercise just as 
much care in harvesting 
their Christmas tree as in 
any woodcutting job. They 
should follow all the safety 
tips listed in the owner's 
manual provided by the 
manufacturer of their saw. 

With more than 40 
species of Christmas trees 


now being grown, tree 
farms are located in every 
state, including tropical 
areas such as Hawaii and 
Florida and desert states 
such as Arizona and 
Nevada.
